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A Mockery of Justice 

Mock Trial Team Places Second in State Championship 


The 1990 MBA Mock Trial Team proved to be the 
best team in school history this year as it claimed sec- 
ond place in the city championship and state cham- 
pionship. 

Initially, the team worked several days during the 
weeks before the city championship in hopes of de- 
fending its city championship from the previous year. 
This year, the case concerned a woman who had shot 
and killed her husband. The issue of the case was 
what punishment the woman should receive. The de- 
fense asserted that this woman had acted in self- 
defense against a malicious husband who had threat- 
ened her with death on the night in question and fre- 
quently abused her.

The 
team compiled a 4-0 record in preliminary rounds 
as the plaintiff team led by Renard “You buried it 
in the backyard?” Fran9ois and James Nash de- 
feated and embarrassed Bristol High School out of 
the courtroom as objections flew through the room 
from attorneys David Mason and Babu Parachuri. 
The witnesses Jim “I need to change first” More- 
head, David Trainer, David Lott, Devraj Basu, Gar- 
rett “Yes” Kyle, and Luke Davis did extremely 
well in their rounds, but the final test was the 
championship round between MBA and Father 
Ryan. The round was a perfect one as both teams 
articulated their points well in their statements and 
questioning; but Big Red hopes ran high as Fran- 
cois and Wash cornered Ryan’s witnesses on 
cross-examination. Unfortunately, justice was not 
served as MBA placed second in the state. Babu 
Parachuri received the 2nd place attorney award.

In spite of the cruel summer heat, the MBA cross country team began its months of arduous practice the first week in August. Not long after 
practice resumed, the men separated from the boys and went to Montgomery Bell State Park for four days of Spartan-like training. The camp 
rigors included running as many as ten miles a day on top of hours of intense water volleyball. Though the Big Red had lost three of its seven 
starters, the team looked strong from the very start. Co-captain Dan James, Keith Ikard, Casey Jones, and George Reitz returned as starters, 
and there were several promising young runners to take the three vacant spots. 

Once again, the season opened with the T. Michael Drake (formerly the Robert K. Pruitt) Invitational. MBA soundly defeated traditional 
district rival Hillsboro who placed third, and edged out Brentwood Sports Academy in a tie decided by the sixth man. Individually, Keith Ikard 
won the race, Casey Jones placed sixth, Justin Crosslin fourteenth, Dan James fifteenth, George Reitz eighteenth, and number seven man Matt 
Zibas placed nineteenth. 

On September 16, the Big Red once again accepted the challenge of the Steeplechase cross-country course and placed first in the Tennessee 
Classic out of fourteen teams. Ikard placed second and Jones fourth. This race also saw the emergence in the top seven of freshman Glenn 
Gaston replacing George Reitz who suffered a knee injury in practice. 

One week later on September 23, MBA competed in the A.F. Bridges Invitational and fell a few notches to third place in a field of thirty-six 
teams. A traditionally strong Oak Ridge team won the meet, followed distantly by the rejuvenated Brentwood Academy team. Having slowed 
from the week before, Ikard nonetheless placed second again. 

Weary with the drudgery of running Steeplechase, MBA’s home course, the team was ready for something new . . . something different . . . 
something exciting. They got what they asked for — a road trip to the Lexington Catholic Invitational in the far-off state of Lexington, 
Kentucky. After a trip of little note (except that several of the younger members of the team saw their first buffalo while passing a state park) the 
Big Red arrived at the hotel. After checking in, they then went to the Kentucky Horse Park to get a feel for the course. Satisfied with the terrain, 
the stalwart runners proceeded to the local Pizza Hut for their traditional pizza fest. In the midst of the feast. Coach Robert Pruitt was rumored 
to have toasted the team with “Eat, drink, and be merry, for tomorrow we race.” The next day the team did race, and they won by a landslide in 
the small school division. Each of the team’s top six runners placed in the top twenty-five with Ikard winning the race and Jones coming in third. 

The next weekend brought the excitement of another road trip, this time to Oak Ridge. Forced to make the journey and subsequent race 
without the moral support of co-captain Brandon Barrett, the team finished a somewhat disappointing fall to third place. The fact that the 
prevailing teams were the traditionally strong institutions of Oak Ridge and Knoxville Farragut and that Ikard and Jones took first and second 
place respectively helped console the team. 
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The team was now approaching the conclusion of its 
season. On October 19, MBA won the district led by 
another first place finish by Heard. One week later in the 
Region V meet, MBA again took first place with yet 
another Ikard win. This was the ninth regional victory for 
the Big Red in the past ten years. MBA with thirty-nine 
points and distant second place Hillsboro with sixty points 
then advanced to the state finals. On Saturday, November 
4, while most of the world was taking S.A.T.’s, Tennes- 
see’s mightiest in the field of cross-country assembled at 
Steeplechase to decide who the titans of this ancient sport 
really were. Unfortunately, the Titans among titans 
proved to be Dobyns Bennett, and the Big Red, coming in 
fifth, had to be content with being mere titans. Individual- 
ly, Keith Ikard placed second, Casey Jones third, Dan 
James forty-ninth, Glen Gaston sixty-eight, Justin Cross- 
lin eighty-seventh. Matt Zibas ninetieth, and John Cross- 
lin one-hundred first. Though the team did not take the 
laurels that day, it was the best state finish of any MBA 
cross country team and foreshadows great success in the 
years to come. The advantage of such a young team 
proved to be that the only member of the top seven that the 
team will lose is Dan James. Other departing seniors are 
David Lott, Andrew Duthie, and Brandon Barrett. With 
so many returning runners, next year promises to be a 
successful one, perhaps a first place in the state meet . . .

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pionship, led by Taylor Mayes, the tournament’s 
Most Valuable Player and Joe Underwood, who was 
selected to the All-Tournament Team.

After several months of hard practice, the J.V. team opened up its season against an athletic Maplewood 
team, going down to the wire but eventually losing 55"53. Unfazed, the Big Red marched on for five straight 
victories, overwhelming BGA and Hillwood by 17 and 18 points respectively, and coming from behind to top 
Hillsboro, Whites Creek, and Overton. Tiger Harris, recovering from an ankle injury, returned just long 
enough to contribute strongly to the victories, while Hunter Connelly and Charlie Williams continued to play 
away at the 3-point line. The inside play of Charles Vlahos and Brian Norment proved vital to the team’s 
success. 

Tough times lay ahead, however, for the Big Red. Stratford and Whites Creek took MBA by surprise, 
followed by heartbreaking losses to Pearl-Cohn and Hunter’s Lane. MBA’s chances of revenge were tragically 
thwarted against Pearl-Cohn a week later as the Firebirds won at home 62-45.

Encouraged by the change in events, MBA proceeded to trounce Hillwood 
again, 66-44, and entered the Beech All-World Invitational B-team tournament with a 7-6 record. Pressure 
free throws by Chris Vlahos with four seconds put a pesky Goodpasture team away 66-65.

The 1989-90 varsity wrestling 
team will be remembered as one of 
the strongest teams in the history 
of wrestling at Montgomery Bell 
Academy. This was a season of 
great trials and triumphs, all met 
head-on under the strong leader- 
ship of Head Coach Luther Kil- 
lian. 

Only graduating two starters in 
1989, the Big Red knew they 
would be tops in the Mid-South. 
Led by six seniors — David Train- 
er, John Bass, George Clements, 
Billy Crawford, Martin Roberts, 
and Dan Brooks — the MBA 
starting line-up was tremendously 
strong. The season began by 
avenging last year’s loss to Brent- 
wood High. At the end of the 
match, MBA pulled a 36- 9 victo- 
ry. The Big Red then went on to 
compile an overall record of 20 
wins and only 4 losses. Two of 
these losses were only by 3 points. 
This record meant the Big Red 
claimed the district championship 
for team dual meets. 



The climax of the season oc- 
curred in the Regional Dual Meet 
tournament. After grinding Strat- 
ford into paste in the semi-final 
round, the grapplers met McGa- 
vock in the finals. McGavock was 
the strongest team in Tennessee 
according to WRESTLING 
U.S.A. magazine. The Big Red 
team, however, prevailed in 6 of 
the 13 matches. Forfeiting the 
heavyweight category to McGa- 
vock and sustaining a tough tie in 
the 152-pound weight division ac- 
counted for 2 of the remaining 7 
matches. MBA was thus the logi- 
cal champion by a match score of 
6-5. Tragically, however, wrestling 
does not work according to logic. 
The Big Red suffered a heart- 
breaking 30-33 final score, putting 
them out of the state dual meet 
tournament. 

The team was also extremely 
successful in individual tourna- 
ment competition. The Big Red 
placed second in their first tourna- 
ment held at Hillsboro, though 
conspicuously lacking 5 of the sen- 
iors due to S.A.T.’s. The next tour- 
ney was at Overton. MBA pulled 
out with a first place team finish. 
With seven finalists, the team 
pulled through with four champi- 
ons: Barry Downer, Billy Craw- 
ford, David Trainer, and Dan 
Brooks. The next venture was the 


Father Ryan tournament in which 
MBA finished a disappointing 
fifth place. This emotionally 
straining tournament caused many 
wrinkles in the brow of Coach Lu- 
ther Killian. George Clements suf- 
fered a broken wrist, and Dan 
Brooks suffered a season-ending 
ankle injury. The high point of the 
tourney was David Trainer’s indi- 
vidual championship at 171 
pounds. 

The season ended on a high note 
with MBA taking the regional 
championship trophy. With four 
seniors in the finals, along with 
C.B. Harwell and Barry Downer, 
MBA was able to pull far ahead of 
the competition. This was the first 
time in over 10 years that a MBA 
wrestling team has finished first in 
the region.

Hockey 



The M.B.A. Hockey team had both a fun and a satisfying season in 1990. Led by the strong 
coaching of Mr. Boss, the Big Red rolled to a 2-2 record. During the season, M.B.A. played only two 
other teams, the B.G.A.-Hillwood- Hillsboro hodgepodge and the pixie sprites of Father Ryan. In 
their four games under the leadership of Coach Boss, the team played well, beating and losing to both 
teams once. 

En route to their massive 2-2 record, the team was consistent on offense and defense. Up front, the 
Big Red ws led by juniors De “D” Thompson, Jeff Lundstrom, and Mark “Oily” Olynick and 
underclassmen Brian Cherrington and Peter “Horse” Stahl, as well as 8th grader Derrick Buckspan. 
On defense, the team was also strong. It (ED — vague antecedent) consisted of juniors Thomas 
Carlton and David Mason, sophomore Eric “Eric” Ericson, and Scott Purdy in the goal. 

The team’s season was cut short because most of the players had already made commitments to play 
in a house league at the downtown Sportsplex®. Officer Rogers was, of course, on hand to monitor all 
activities (much to Crawford’s chagrin). 
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Swimming 
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Although the M . B. A. swim team started its 1 989- 1 990 season early in November with the fewest number of guys in the team’s five-year history, the 
swimmers were not intimidated but, rather, accepted the challenge of the tough season ahead. 

Once the team hit the water at the Westside Athletic Club, they practiced for an hour every day after school under the coaching of Mrs. Foster and 
soon got into good enough shape to start competing. Led by the three returning senior letter winners and co-captains, Brent Cummings, Pieter Foster, 
and Scott Yates, the team began its season with a relay meet for fun against several other local teams, placing high in most of their events. MBA went 
on to face a competitive University School team which had both a home-pool advantage and a considerably greater number of swimmers. The MBA 
team, however, pulled together and soundly defeated their opponents by winning almost all of the events. The Big Red team swam against Lebanon 
High School a couple of weeks later and overpowered them by winning both relays as well as most of the individual races. MBA faced only two loses in 
their season, one to the three-time state champions, Brentwood High, and the other to the Father Ryan team. In the meet against Ryan, the Irish 
brought over thirty male swimmers to the blocks to MBA’s nine. Since the MBA swimmers have a great animosity for the rival Ryan team, MBA held 
tough through the entire meet but was beaten in the final relay, losing by only three points. The team as a whole swam well as freshmen Bo Sundius 
and Andrew Publo aided the seniors in leading the team. Other strong performances were put in by senior John Rochford, junior Brice Hillis, and 
freshman Howard Rietz. 

The season was coming to an end when the MBA swim team competed in the mid-state conference meet, and each swimmer realized that this was 
his last chance to qualify for the state meet by swimming the “cut-off’ time or better in an individual event. MBA started the meet with an 
outstanding swim in the 200 medley relay. Foster, Cummings, Sundius, and Yates dropped over six seconds off of their previous time to place second 
in the event. Winning individual events for the Big Red was senior Brent Cummings who took both the 100 Breaststroke and the 200 individual 
medley. Other strong performances came from Bo Sundius, who placed highly in and qualified for state in both the 50 free and 100 Breast, Pieter Fos- 
ter who qualified for state in the 100 Backstroke and 100 free, Andrew Publow who qualified in the 50 and 200 freestyle, and Scott Yates, Howard 
Rietz, and Brice Hillis who all qualified in the 50 freestyle. Out of the twelve mid-state teams in the conference meet, MBA placed a strong fourth, 
finishing only fifteen points behind the third place Pakland High School. 

Two weeks after the Conference meet, seven members of the swim team loaded up in a van to travel to the state high school meet at the University of 
Tennessee in Knoxville. All of the guys were both excited and anxious to swim in U.T.’s excellent facility and anticipated faster times to come. The 
state meet consisted of two different sessions: the preliminary morning session and the final session at night in which the sixteen fastest times from the 
prelims swam again. Everyone on the team swam well but qualified only three events for the finals. The strong medley relay team of Foster, 
Cummings, Sundius, and Yates dropped another second off their best time and placed thirteenth. Senior Brent Cummings made the finals in both the 
100 Breaststroke and the 100 Butterfly in which he placed second and fifth. 

The MBA swim team was pleased with its 3 and 2 record during the season and showed good improvement in their times from pervious years. The 
swim team is already looking forward to next year’s season and plans on training in the new Tracy Caulkins competition pool at the Centennial 
Sportsplex. This pool is one of the best training facilities in the country and should attract new members to the team. 

Although the state meet was the end of the swim team’s season, Brent Cummings went on to swim in the Senior National Championship meet held 
at the new Tracy Caulkins pool during spring break. Cummings was the only male high school swimmer in the state of Tennessee to qualify for the 
National championships. Out of sixty swimmers in the 200 Breast from both colleges and high schools throughout the country, Cummings placed 
21st, dropping over a second off of his previous best time.

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Preparation for the 1990 soccer team began early. During the 
summer months, many of the players were involved with various 
club teams.

Mr. Tom Weaver and Mrs. Ruth Napier are in charge of the 
Development Office, which raises money and serves the alumni. 
MBA is fortunate that the money they raise does not have to be used 
to pay the annual bills as it does in most schools but can go directly 
into an endowment fund managed by three brokerage firms. The 
interest from this fund not only pays expenses but also subsidizes 
each student’s tuition. Last year, the program was very successful. 
Before 1987, the school raised money primarily by holding capital

campaigns, fundraisers for specific goals such as the one in 1982 that 
raised $7.5 million for the Massey building, the new gym, improve^ 
ment of the athletic field, and increasing the endowment. The capital 
campaign was officially terminated after producing a total of SI 1 
million. 

Currently, two mini-capital campaigns arc underway. The Lowry 
Chair will provide a salary supplement as well as book and film 
money for Mrs. Lowry. When she retires, it is the purpose of this 
chair to attract the highest caliber teacher to take her place. The fund 
for the Lowry Chair has been targeted for a half-million. The second 
of the mini-campaigns has resulted in the renovation of the science 
labs this past summer. The next big project to be considered is a 
“multi-purpose building with emphasis on the arts, including an 
auditorium.’’ 

Besides handling MBA’s financial affairs, the Development Office 
serves the alumni. In 1987, the first alumni list which includes each 
alumnus’s address and occupation was published. An updated list 
will be made every five years. Mr. Weaver also invites the alumni to 
eat lunch in the MBA cafeteria. Men in dark grey suits often swarm 
amidst frenzied students during 5th period to tast the nector and 
ambrosia of MBA’s esteemed cuisine. 


The Board of Trust 


The foundation of a great School is either a great student body or a 
great faculty — or so it has been said. But at Montgomery Bell 
Academy the students would never get the chance to learn nor the 
faculty get the opportunity to teach without the Board of Trust’s 
generosity and leadership. This year as always the Board of Trust has 
operated in the best interest of the community and has insured that 
M.B.A. will endure and prosper. 

The Board of Trust’s history is closely linked with Montgomery 
Bell Academy’s own. M.B.A. ’s heritage goes back to the University 
of Nashville, Cumberland College, and Davidson Academy. In the 
early nineteenth century, Cumberland College boasted of such 
prominent trustees as Andrew Jackson, James K. Polk, and Andrew 
Johnson. Years later. Board member Dempsey Weaver used funds 
from Montgomery Bell’s estate to establish Montgomery Bell Acade- 


my. In the late nineteenth century, the Board of Trust blocked an 
attempt by Peabody to annex M.B.A. In 191 1, Trustee Judge Robert 
Ewing introduced Mr. Issac Ball as the new Headmaster of M.B.A. 
Under the guidance of Mr. Ball, the Board of Trust acquired a thirty- 
two acre tract of land with a house to provide for future expansion. 

In 1965, the Board, under President John Sloan, commenced an 
ambitious rebuilding program which saw the completion of Brownlee 
O. Currey Gymnasium and the renovation of Wallace Hall. In the 
1980’s, under the leadership of President Joe Davis, the Board of 
Trust embarked on a major fund drive.
